Car Owners

Increase. 


HE conclusions recently published by 
the Bureau of Street Traffic Research 
of Harvard University on what is the effect 
of the privately-owned motor car upon the 
turn-over in the retail trade, makes very 
interesting reading for retail shops and 
civic authorities, as well as for tke 
possessor of cars. 

The inquiry was carried out with much 
attention to detail, so that the facts 
gathered would be authentic, and a reflex 
on the part that the motor car now plays 
in trade centres as an aid to business. 

The figures are of particular interest 
to business men in Dublin and other 
shopping centres of Ireland in view of the 
complaints made by shopkeepers as to the 
parking of cars outside their premises. 
In the report the Research Bureau has 
analysed the business value of the car 
brought into the kerb compared with the 
easy distance from. the

MOTOR OWNERS BEST SHOPPERS. 
The Bureau has found that while é?) 
per cent. of the number of sales of general 
merchandise was contributed by people 
using trams and motor bear the value cf 
their purchases totalled only 40 per cent. 
of the aggregate sales turn- over. Users uf 
private motor cars bought 53 per ce ent. in 
volume of sales, but the value of the eoods 
purchased was more than 50 per cent. of 
the total value of purchases. They ex- 
pressed the opinion that this was brought 
about throuzh the convenience of the 
motor vehicle for transporting the goals 
purchased. The tram and the 'bus passen- 
ger limited his purchase to small items 
easile carried by hand. 
Analysing the influence of the motor car 
on retail business more closely as an aid 
to business activities, 1t was further r ascer- 
tained that owners of parked in 
adjacent parking places and in garages 
were the createst spenders. In tot tal value 
purchases the \ bought three times more 
than the owners of cars drawn into the 
street kerb or those driven by chauffeurs. 
In value of average . purchases’ the 
chauffeur-driven car came first, the 
parked-car second, the car drawn into the 
kerb third, pedestrians leant, and patrons 
of trams and motor ’buses were the lowest. 
These figures emphasise the importance 
of so handling traffic that owners of these 
important adjuncts to trade should be 
encouraged into the shopping centres of 
cities and towns; for, according to the con- 
clusions arrived at by the Research 
Bureau, owners of cars who can safely leave 
their vehicles for an indefinite period, 
handy to aieine centres, are the best 
spenders. The traffic authorities should, 
therefore. bear in mind, when the parking 
problem of Dublin is being dealt with, the 
‘SSITV of helping the taxpayers by 
making it as easy as possible for motorists 
to get into ar close to the business streets. 
AMBIGUOUS SIGNALLING. 
Signalling by hand 1 becoming s0 
ambiguous nowadays that accidents, many 
of them rious, are becoming quite 
common, It is my every-day experience 
that the majority of drivers e ither give no 
signal at all, or wag their right hand in 
such a manner that it is impossible for 
the driver following to interpret correctly 
what the intention of this hand-wagging 1s, 
—, when thev slow down, stop. or leave

the line of traffic trouble 
follows. 

As.the number of motorists increases, 
so does the variety of signals, and the 
unfortunate result is that little de- 
pendence can now be placed on most of 
the signals given. There is no earthly 
excuse for any motorist not giving the 
correct signals. When he is being taught 
to drive a car he is also carefully 
instructed in the signals which road traffic 
demand, ‘They are few, simple, and very 
easy to remember. Correct and distinct 
signals are just as necessary on the road 
as they are at sea, and people are not 
entitled to introduce new signals of their 
own while an agreed code is in existence. 
At sea there is an international code_ of 
signuls by which masters of vessels of all 
nationalities can indicate their intended 
movements to each other. This code is 
adhered to strictly, and one would shudder 
to think what would happen in ports and 
other places where there is much seaborne 
traffic if this was not so. No doubt, many 
masters of ships, like some. owners of 
motor cars, have their own ideas of im- 
proving the code; but, fortunately for 
the owners, the passengers and the crew, 
they suppress. their innovations. If 
motorists would take’a leaf out of their 
‘book and do likewise, the roads would 
become very much safer. The following 
signals must surely be considered abso- 
lutely necessary—(1) I am turning to the 
right, (2) I am turning to the left, (3) I 
am slowing down, and (4) I am stopping. 

MECHANICAL SIGNALS. 

The parlous condition into which the 
practice of signalling has fallen has turned 
th attention of manufacturers of fitments 
to producing a mechanical aid for 
direction showing. On some modern -cars 
these signs have now become standard, 
and they possess this advantage, that if 
the driver of a car to which these trouble- 
saving gadgets are fitted takes the trouble 
to make even the poorest or most careless 
attempt to indicate his intention the sign 
will not only be correct, but distinct, 
particularly during darkness. 

These signs are arms working on a pivot 
from each side of the wind screen, con- 
trolled by electro-magnets served by the 
car battery. Right and left-hand arms 
are operated by a switch on the steering- 
wheel. A lever is pushed in the direction 
that a driver wishes to turn, and a 
horizontal arm, carrying a lamp for use 
at night, emerges from its case. The 
lamp lights automatically and works in 
conjunction with the “stop” light 
behind. The arms are plainly visible 
both to oncoming and following cars, and 
are, therefore, fully effective in traffic, 
addition to saving the driver the incon- 
venience of having to indicate the 
direction with his hand. . There is no 
ambiguity about these signs, and their 
visibility is infinitely greater to other 
than that of a hand extended 
through the window. The price of the 
indicator is very moderate, and a few 
shillings spent on their acquisition by the 
motorist who is too tired or thoughtless

R. GUEDALLA'S biography of Well. 

i ington is brilliant. Occasionally it 
IR guilty of omissions, sometimes of a 
faulty balance, and more often of a repe- 
tition of image—shores, for instance in- 
variably “fade behind the departing 
Duke.

Colonel Wesley commanded a 
brigade in the Duke of York’s Army in 
Flanders, where, if he did little outstand- 
ing, he made no mistake, and became 
more than ever confirmed in his views 
about commissariat. India followed. 

At this point Mr. Guedalla treats us 
to the libraries which the two men, who 
were to meet at Waterloo, deemed to be 
suitable literature for a soldier. Wesley 
spent £58 and Napoleon 10,000 francs ; 
but, though a set of Frederick the Great. 
the Reveries of Saxe, Voltaire and 
Plutarch figured in both libraries, the 
two men’s tastes seem to have had little 
in common, The Duke of Wellington 
always held that the Emperor of the 
French was “ not quite a gentleman.’’ 

Wesley’s path in India was smoothed 
by the fact that Richard, receiving the 
rewards of irreproachability, became 
Governor-General shortly after Arthur's 
arrival. Seringapatam was the basis of 
Colonel Wesley’s reputation; yet. 
strangely enough, it was at Sultanpettah 
Tope on his march to that city that the 
future Iron Duke displayed his sole 
moment of nervous weakness. It was but 
a moment; and Colonel Wesley crowned 
his victory with a beneficence of adminis- 
tration that endeared him to the Indians 
whom he ruled. Richard received a step 
in the peerage, and embarked upon an 
extension of the family name; Arthur, in 
order to oblige, followed suit, and

k is always a picture—he traces the 
various currents and undercurrents of 
English, Irish and European ‘affairs, and 
he does not over-colour his canvas. The 
Chief Secretary, while devoting himself to 
the stipends of Irish curates and the ‘de- 
sirability of providing Dublin with a 
police force, kept his eye upon European 
affairs ; and, with that capacity for takin 
pains which his great adversary te 
genius, he inundated Ministers in London 
with detailed statements of military 
possibilities. Portugal, he was certain, 
could be held. Persistence had its re- 
ward, and General Sir Atthur Wellesley 


was commissioned’ to drive Junot out of | 


Portugal. | 

Vimeiro greeted -his landing, but the 
Government had doubted the wisdom of 
so junior an appointment. Sir Hew 
Dalrymple arrived to ‘conclude the Con- 
vention of Cintra, and an infuriated 
England forgot Wellesley’s victory in her 
indignation at so meagre a result. In 
1809 Wellesley was in Portugal again, and 
was never superseded again. At this point 
Mr. Guedalla becomes more lavish with 
his vérmilion, and we rush . from. the 
Torres Vedras, through victory after 
victory, to  Orthez, Toulouse and 
Napoleon’s abdication. This phase is 
presented by the author as a sort of 
pageant of glorious rush, punctuated by 
Swift-passing winters; yet six years 
elapsed between Vimeiro and Toulouse. 
Mr. Guedalla, however—for he is an 
artist—has been able to show us how the 
distrusted Sir Arthur of 1808 soared to 
the liberator Lord Wellington of 1814. 
He shows us, too, how the conciliatory 
methods of Seringapatam were re-employed 
in France. 

The Hundred Days appear as some 
frantic moment, in which the new Duke 
of Wellington alone kept his head; yet 
Captain Siborne’s famous panoramic map, 
which is included in the book, seems 
adequately to fill the military gaps of 
Mr.. Guedalla’s raking ° presentation.. 

We are in Paris again, and the Duke 
deals with the ponderous Bourbons, the 
enigmatic Talleyrand and the . evangelic- 
ally-minded Alexander with impartial 
ease. One pleasant theory Mr. Guedalla 
denies. According to him, the Iron Duke 
made no effort to save Ney from the firing 
squad. . 

The Duke’s career as a warrior is over. 
Much, however, remains. Keeping his 
best wine for the end of the feast, Mr. 
Guedalla, with an almost sentimental 
pen, leads us tothe end. — If the windows 
of Apsley House were broken by revolu- 
tionary mobs, the Tory Duke survived, in 
spite of misfortunes as Prime Minister, 
to enjoy his real apotheosis. Converted 
revolutionaries ; old enemies, foreign and 
domestic ; royalty and commons saw in the 
ageing man the apogee of the country’s 
glory. Perhaps, if devotion to duty is 
the meed of praise, they were right. Mr. 
Guedalla’s last chapter, describing the 
funeral, ranks high in literature. The 
subject was worthy ; for did not Napoleon’s 
nephew, the Prince President, command 
Napoleon's son, Walewski, to pay. by his 
presence, the respect of the Bonapartes to 
their great enemy?

[* is no easy task to do justice to the life 

of anyone of the mental calibre of the 
late Archbishop John Henry Bernard. A 
man who mastered such a range of subjects 
as pure and applied mathematics, experi- 
mental physics, ethics and logic, history, 
classical and patristic literature and 
theology was possessed of a mind of the 
highest capacity. 

Dr: R. H. Murray’s friendship with the 
Archbishop, lasting over thirty years, has 
enabled. him to give us a fine picture of 
his subject. It is true that we find in his 

a certain amount of redundancy 
which ‘might have been avoided, and that 
his English is: at times somewhat trying, 
but these faults do not blur the image of 
the late scholar and ecclesiastic who lives 
and.moves through its 376 pages. 

About three years ago Archdeacon 
Lindsay published a short sketch of the 
late Archbishop, to which the book before 
us. does not seem to add any vital lines. 
Yet in other directions it gives us valuable 
information. For example, the glimpse 
which is given us into the thoughts and 
ambitions of the undergraduate and pro- 
fessor is essential to a thorough under- 
standing of his outlook. . Then, too, the 
account of his tenure of the Provostship 
provides us with information which is in- 
dispensable for the justifying of the claims 
of sound statesmanship frequently - ad- 
vanced by his friends. Dr. Murray sug- 
gests that Trinity College owes its present 
assured position in the life of Ireland to 
his courage and tact and other statesman- 
like qualities. 

Archbishop Bernard’s resignation of the 
Archbishopric in order to take up the 
onerous duties of the Provostship at a time 
of educational change and political unrest 
gave rise to some unkind criticism among 
people who did not know him well. We 
hope that his biographer’s summary of the 
pros. and cons, which had to be duly 
weighed, will dispel for ever the idea that 
unworthy motives played any part in the 
decision of one in whose character high- 
mindedness and integrity were outstanding 
features. 

This book will be welcomed by the Arch- 
bishop’s many friends in every walk of 
life. During his connection with the 
Divinity School some 1,500 future clergy- 
men of the Church of Ireland passed 
through his hands. They are all his heart- 
whole admirers, and will be grateful to 
Dr. Murray for his tribute to their old 
friend.

= the annals of applied science the story 
of electrical communications occupies a 
prominent place, and so much have its 
fruits touched and altered the daily life of 
every one of us, that it is necessarily a 
subject of wide and general interest. 
Colonel Chetwode Crawley treats his 
material historically, and leads us from 
telegraphy through the telephone, wire- 
less, picture transmission and broadcasting 
to the latest development—television. 
Throughout, the narrative is punctuated 
with vivid descriptions of the actual work 
that goes on in connection with every de- 

rtment, and this, as the author writes 
from inside knowledge, is extremely in 
teresting. The lustrations are well 
chosen and valuable. This is a splendid 
book to put. into the hands of a growing 
boy. but adults will derive just as much 
pleasure and profit from it.

te this extremely interesting, and occa- 
sionally brilliant, book one of the most 
prominent members of the Russian Ballet 
tells the story of his career. Anton Dolin’s 
real name is Patrick Healey Kay, and, 
like the Americans in Mr. Lennox Robin- 
son’s play, he had an Irish grandmother. 
His grandfather was an army man, who 
married an Irish girl, and settled in 
Dublin, where his mother was born. He 
himself was born in Portsmouth, where 
his father played cricket for Hampshire, 
and was Master of the South Coast 
Harriers and Staghounds. 

This intermingling of Dublin, Lanca- 
shire, Lincolnshire and Hampshire, the 
cricket and the staghounds, might not be 
expected to give the required atmosphere 
for the ballet ; but the boy Patrick relates 
that his heart was always in dancing, 
and at the age of thirteen he commenced 
his studies under the celebrated Russian 
danseuse, Seraphine Astavieva. In 1923 
he joined the Diaghileff troupe in Monte 
Carlo at the age of nineteen. 

Everyone who has seen Anton Dolin 
dance will agree that he is a brilliant 
artist, who fitted into the Diaghileff 
scheme as if he had been born by the 
Neva instead of in an English naval town. 
As he talks Russian and French with the 
fluency of a native of either country—he 
claims to think and write like a foreigner 
—there is naturally little trace of an 
Anglo-Irishman in this book. It is en- 
thusiastic and vivacious in its style, so 
that the reader is carried onwards with 
the speed of the ballet itself. It has its 
sad moments, too, as in the vivid descrip- 
tion of the great Nijinski at Monte Carlo. 
Yet on the whole it is a jovous book, 
which will repav attention. The illustra- 
tions are delightful additions, upon which 
author and publishers may be congratu-

‘The promise 
of his sharply etched studies of character 
and sitvation in Irish and American 
magazines is tulfilled in this first book. If 
the handling of his themes is not always to 
the liking ot some Irish readers, the author s 
skill aoe craftsmanship cannot be held ie 
sponsible ; for they are of a high and delicate 
order. 

The title story is a grim telling of the 
fate of two hostages of the I.R.A. Their 
death, as an act of reprisal, comes as un- 
welcome to their keepers as it is unbelievable 
to themselves, and Mr. O'Connor treats the 
scene with an economy of word and of senti- 
mentality ioe in Lrish war writings.

N the “Ár ig Parliament to-day the 
Unemployment Insurance Bill, which ex- 
tends the borrowing powers of the Unem- 
loyment Fund by « further £100,000 to a 
fimit of £2,600,000, was read a third time. 
The names of the Rent Committee were an- 
nounced and the Committée’s terms of re- 
ference. 
Mr. J. Beattie (Lab.) stated that he un- 
derstood that when the nt borrowing 
wers were exhausted the Minister was to 
and over his duty in regard vo transitiogal 
benefits to the Board of Guardians. fe 
objected to the delegation of this authority 
to the Guardians, and he desired an assur- 
ance that none of the £100,000 which was 
now being asked would be administered by 
the Boards of Guardians. 
The Minister of Labour (Right Hon. J. M. 
Andrews)—I can satisfy the hon. member 


that this is so. 
OBTAINING WORK. 


Mr. T. Henderson (Ind. U.) suggested that 
the Minister, instead of bringing forward 
bills dealing with Waemployment Benefht 
should bring in some bill to find work for 
the people. The Government, he said, never 
did anything to find work for the people. 

“There is not a single word of truth in 
that,” declared the Prime Minister (Vis- 
count Craigavon) He and his colleagues in 
the Cabinet were constantly engaged endea- 
vouring to assist in obtaining work for the 
shipbuilding and linen industries.

ig tive of Cumann na nGaedheal, the 
Rev. M. Breen, P.P., Kilkee, who 
presided, said that it. was uí | regrettable 
that one of their members, Mr. Wilham 
McInerny, was absent—absent because he 
had raised his voice in condemnation of an 
illegal organisation, and had been shot down 
at his own doow by the hand of an assassin. 
Yet, it was no small consolation to them to 
know that Mr. McInervy had not been slain; 
for that mercy they thanked God, ngt the 
assassin. He could not understand the men- 
tality of those who, at a time when other 
Governments were falling in fimancial ruin, 
could attempt to bring about the ruin of 
this little island. which, so far, had, at least, 
been able to weather the gale of depression 
which had made half the world bankrupt. 
The Rev. P. J. Hewitt, C.C., Doonbeg, 
said that he had been on holidays when he 
first heard of the outrages on Mr. McInerny 
and Mr. Lynch, State Solicitor, Ennis. Hear- 
ing the remarks passed in other places he felt 
ashamed to say that he was from Clare, 
although he knew that these outrages had 
been the work of a few gun-bullies, whose 
aim was to overthrow everything Irish, in. 
cluding their God-given liberty “á 
Mr. T. Nagle, Chairman of the Kilrush 
Urban Council, said that already he had de: 
nounced the crimes. and it only remained for 
him to say that he stood firmly by what he 
had said on a former occasion, no matger 
what the consequences might be. 


THE RESOLUTION.

At the weekly meeting of the Dublin Port 
and Docks Board yesterday. the secretary 
reported that the tonnage of vessels entering 
the port for the nine months ended the 26th 
September last totalled 1,812,546 tons, an 
increase of 39.654 tons over the correspond- 
ing period last year.

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CANALS, DOCKS AND 
RAILWAYS. 


CENSUS OF PRODUCTION. 


Two census of production reports dealing 
with Free State cangls, docks, and harbours, 
and railway and tramway companies were 
issued yesterday. 

The report on canals, docks, and harbours 
relates to the value of construction and re- 
pair work, dredging, etc., carried out by 
their own employés in 1929 The total value 
of the work done that vear amounted to 
£186,656, 4s compared with £159,194 in 1926. 
The total salaries and wages paid amounted 
to £144,999, as against £119.728 in 1926: and 
916 people were employed on thé work, as 
compared with 827. 

The railway and tramway companies’ re. 
turn is based upon reports received from 
all the railway and tramway companies 
operating in the Free State, and relates to 
goods made and construction and repair 
work done by their emplovés during 1929 
(the value of the work done bv contractors 
is excluded). Both of the principal railways 
state that shopworkers were on short time 
during the vear. 

The total value of the goods made and 
the work done was £2.024,831 in 1926. as 
compared with £1,836,495 in 1929. The re- 
pair ee to lecomotives, which is included 
in this figure, increased from £250,000 to 
£526,000. The repair work to railway car. 
riagés increased in cost from: £122,000 to 
£136,000, and repairs to wagons and trucks 
increased from £114,000 to £127,000. 

The value of the work carried out on 
permanent way, roads, bridges. signals.

TRAWLER WRECKED ON 
FAROE ISLANDS. 


MÁ 
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CREW RESCUED BY 
NATIVES. 


The story of the wreck of the Aberdeen 
trawler Davan on the west side of the 
Faroe Islands was related on the arrival 
of the crew of the vessel at Aberdeen vres- 
terday. 

A member of the crew stated that the 
trawler struck the rocks in a dense fog 
at a place called Mygganses early on 
Friday morning, the vessel being holed 
fore and aft. 

Two members of the crew were swung 
ashore by means of a rope, and made an 
attempt in the darkness to climb the 
cliffs in order to secure assistance. 

Owing to the slimy nature of the rocks 
and the darkness they found the task 
an impossible one. It was only later that 
they discovered that the cliffs were nine 
hundred feet in height. 

They returned to the trawler, and the 
crew, numbering nine, then took to the 
small boat. Fortunately the sea was 
fairly calm. 

A motor boat manned bv natives of 
the islands arrived on the scene. and the 
small hoat was towed to Thorshaven. 

A salvage vessel was sent from Aber- 
deen. hut found the trawler had sunk. 
She returned to port with the crew.

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FICTION LEADS. 
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From Our Own Conrresponvenrt. 
CORK, Thursday. 
HE Cork County Librarian and Se Riail 
(Mr. Donal Cronin) has submitted an 
i interesting annual report on the work- 
ing of the scheme. Last year was one of 
great progress in County Cork. and several 
important developments took place, These 
included the organisation of a lecture scheme 
the establishment of a students’ reference 
collection, and an agreement with the City 
Library Committee for the interchange of 
books. 

These developments, the Librarian states 
must be regarded as of great importance, and 
they might well lead to a more complet- 
scheme of public library co-operation in the 
Free State. Thirty-seven new branches. were 
established during t#he year, bringing “ihe 
total number of working branches to . and 
the total stock of hooks now was 25.590. 
Compared with last vear, there was a con. 
siderable increase in the number of books 
issued, the issue of books from headquarters 
to branches reaching 47.552 volumes. The 
total recorded issues to borrowers amounted 
to 189,951 volumes, but the unrecorded issues 
reached a very high figure, and if these were 
taken into account, the total annual issue was 
estimated at nearly a quarter of a million 
volumes, 


LECTURES, 


The decision to organise a number 
lectures during the winter months proved 
successful beyond anticipation. Thirtv-one 
lectures were given, and the total attendance 
was 4,430, an average of 143 per lecture. The 
Irish language lectures in the Gaeltacht also 
were well attended. 

Ii is quite obvious from the returns, savs 
Mr. Cronin, that the main portion of the read 


of 


ing was comprised of popular fiction, and so 


many works of fietion were popular that it 
would be impossible to compile any accurate 
list of these. The demand for Ivish and 
Anglo-Irish literature increased. and volumes 
by Canon Sheehan and Charles Kickham, in 
particular, always were being added to the 
library. Travel in Ireland was a surprisingly 
popular subject, and all works on later Irish 
history were certain of being borrowed. The 
growth of the amateur dramatic movement 
was reflected in the number of dramatic works 
issued to the rural societies. The general 
demand seemed to be for “ Abbey ” 
and " Professor Tim" was casily the most 
popular, both for reading and production. 

Mr. Cronin commented that a great numbe 
of Irish publications would not stand heavy 
usage. If anything like the same demand fon 
Irish literature that é@xisted in County Cork 
was experienced in other libraries he thought 
that it would be good business for the 
ston pats fo issue. a properly printed and 
ound set of the more popular volumes.

Donegals Drifting Sands. 


I notice an announcement of the sale of 
household effects at Horn Head House, 
Dunfanaghy, County Donegal, next week. 
The abandonment of the house marks the 
end of a long fight against the sands. 
Horn Head is a vast promontory in North- 
West Donegal, and it was once a rich and 
fertile land, but farmstead after farm- 
stead has been submerged by drifting 
sands The bridge leading to the peninsula 
is buried under sand, its arches covered 
up to the ramparts, and Horn Head House 
itself is faced with obliteration. The 
avenue leading to the mansion has dis- 
appeared, the lines of noble trees flanking 
it are buried under the drifting sands, 
and only the tops of some of them are 
visible. The merciless sand now menaces 
the doors of the mansion itself. Nothing 
can stay this advance. All Horn Head is 
being devastated, and this house, so long 
in the custody of a caretaker, is to be 
abandoned to the fate that has overtaken 
many more humble homes. 


A Professorial Coming-of-Age. 


I learn with interest that some of the 
ast students of Professor 1'. B. Rudmose- 
a" have made him a presentation to 
crate the twenty-first anniversary of 
his appointment to the chair of Romance 
Languages in Dublin University. “The 
idea of the presentation met with a very 
ready response, but I have no doubt that 
the numerous Jetters of appreciation which 
accompanied the subscriptions would give 
the Professor even more gratification thar 
the gift itself. Many of the subscribers, 
since leaving the University, are occup! 
in imparting their own knowledge to 
others, and in this they have come to 
realise the full value of Dr. Rudmose- 
Brown’s teaching. The Professor is a 
refreshingly original exponent of the 
beauties of the language and, literature 
of France, and his personality counts for 
much in the zest which he inspires in his 
students. As an authority on versifica- 
tion he enjoys a world-wide repute, 
and he has published a number of works 
on literary subjects, as well as some fine 
origins] verse, both in French and 


English. 
Che Philosopher's Stone. 


I was interested to learn from an old 
book dealing with alchemy, which I came 
across recently, that currency deprecia- 
tion was as much dreaded in the days of 
our ancestors as it is to-day. With them 
the cause was neither over-production nor 
reckless finance; it was the imaginary art 
of transmuting metals professed bv 
certain individuals who vretended to hold 
what was known as the philosopher’s stone. 
In the vear 1329. when Edward III. was 
on the throne of England, John Rows and 
William de Dalby were ordered to he 
apprehended and brought into the custody 
of the King, together with all their 
instruments, because thev made silver bv 
the cult of alchemy. So wniversal did 
tHe belief in the transmutation of metal« 
become that the ‘‘sterline’’ of the time 
was seriously affected, and the Govern- 
ment of Henrv IV. nassed an Act de- 
claring the practice of transmutation a 
felony. This, according to Coke, was the 
shortest Act ever placed on the British 
Statute-book, and it micht serve as a 
model to modern legislators. It reads as 
follows: ‘‘ None from henceforth shall use 
to multivlv gold or silver. or use the craft 


of multiplication; and, if any the same 
do, he shall incur the pain of felony.”’ 


1 rioticed last week that at the French 
Colonial Exhibition in Paris brand new 
rickshaws were offered for sale at bargain 
prices, but there: are few buyers. 
vehicles were to have heen ‘used at the 
Exhibition for carrying people round its 
vast spaces, but at the moment the 
French Government would not . permit 
their use. The reason given was that it is 
not seemly in a. European country that 
one person should: be carried or drawn by 
bnotoed: ' The Government ks, €Vi- 
dently, that there are enough types of gre 
pulsion® without using human ive 
power. The rickshaw is always looked on 
as an oriental Vehicle because it is used 
exclusively in oriental countries, but, as a 
matter .of fact, it is not eastern in its 
origin at all. It was invented by an 
American, and most of 4 rickshaws 
used in the East are page amgpastoot ia 
New Jersey. They are a very ular 
means of transport in the East, can the 
foreigner who is unable to afford a. car 
finds the rickshaw very useful. He can 
have a rickshaw and its human motive 
power for the small sum. of thirty 
shillings a month, and for that.sum can 
be taken anywhere at any time. Many 
people use rickshaws in preference to cars, 
and no matter what action may be taken 
about them in Paris, they are hardly 
likely to be abolished in. the Far East for 
many years to come. 


A Composer's Honour. 


A wide circle of friends of the eminent 
musical composer, Mr. Arnold Bax, 
will extend their congratulations on the 
announcement. that he is to be honoured 
by the Royal Philharmonic Society in the 
award of this year's gold medal, one of 
the highest honours open, to a musician. 
Mr. Bax is the son of the late Mr. Alfred 
Ridley Bax, F.S.A.. and was born in 1885. 
He studied at the Royal College of Music 
for several vears, and made his début as 
a composer in London im 1992.. Since then 
his works have become familiar to music- 
lovers through the medium of the London 
Philharmonic Society's: concerts. Mr. Bax 
is of a retiring disposition, and does not 
intrude himself into the public gaze. His 
leisure he devotes to the study of Celtic 
life and historv. He is a brother of Mr. 
Clifford Bax, the poet and dramatist. 


Blackberries. 


The hedgerows this year have been 
thick with blackberries—writes a corre- 
spondent from- Northern. Ireland and 
many a child roaming home from school 
has arrived with lips and fingers. stained 
by their juice, fit models for a Boucher 
to portray. With these frée fruits to 
form an al fresco dessert, it is curious to 
observe the general indifference to the 
practical value of the blackberry harvest, 
and the way in which so many ‘succulent 
berries are left to rot. upon the twig.

DEVELOPMENT OF SEA. FISHERIES. 


NEW MOTOR BOATS 
BEING BUILT. 


ASSOCIATION’S GROWING 
MEMBERSHIP. 
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HE progress which is being made by the 

Sea Fisheries’ Association is reflected 

in its growing membership. Up to the 

end of September applications for member- 

ship had been received numbering almost one 

thousand, and close on nine hundred shares 
had been allotted. 

Donegal, up to date, has displayed the 
keenest interest in the new Association, and 
two hundred applications had been received 
from the fishermen of that county. From 
Galway there have come 188 applications. 
Waterford with 99, Kerry 95, Wexford 93, 
Cork 67 and Mayo 64 are the next highest 
counties. Applications from Wicklow num. 
ber only 3, but, no doubt, that number 


will increase as soon as the position with 


regard to the outstanding loans has been 
cleared up. This question has been under 
the closest consideration of the Department 
of Fisheries, and within the next week or 
so the Minister will be in a position to de- 
clare the decisions arrived at. As he in- 
timated in the Dail, the total loans outstand- 
ing were over £100,000. These have been 
classified under three heads for revision, 
and after careful examination it will be de- 
cided that there will be a complete writing 
off up to the amount of about £68,000, and 
very considerable reductions in most of the 
remaining cases. In all there will remain 
to be collected about one-tenth of the 
original loan. 

There have been quite a number of appli- 
cations for new boats and gear, though 
these have not been as numerous as one 
might expect—the fishermen evidently being 
anxious to find out first where they stand 
in the matter of the old debts. 


SEMI-DIESEL ENGINES. 


Applications have been approved and 
work started on fifteen motor fishing boats, 
of a standard size (35 feet), fitted with semi- 
Diesel engines for the consumption of crude 
oil. Experiments are being carried out with 
this type of engine, from which it is hoped 
that the most satisfactory results will be 
obtained. Hitherto the Kelvin engine, 
worked on paraffin, has been used, but the 


use of crude oil will be much more 
economical, and effect a great saving in 
running costs. 

Four of the new boats are being built at 
Arklow, four at Meevagh, in Co. Donegal, 


and seven at Baltimore, Co. Cork. It. is 
disappointing that, notwithstanding _ invita- 
tions to do so. none of the boat-builders in 
Galway and Connemara have tendered for 
some of the work, but it is hoped they will 
do so later. | 

In addition to the standard motor boats,-a 
large number of smaller boats are being con- 
structed at different yards, and the boat- 
huilding yards of the country are being taxed 
to the fullest. “The boats take a couple of 
months to construct, and it may be that it 
will be necessary to go outside the country 
for the additional boats required. The 
greatest pains have been taken to select the 
most suitable type of engine, and the Depart- 
ment have been insistent on the provision 
that the makers of the tyne selected shall 
provide a service dépét in Dublin, where all 
spare parts and ren'ncements can be secured 
at the shortest possible notice. 


MARKETING, 


With the work of organisation and supply 
of boats and gear reaching a satisfactory 
stage of development. the Association has 
turned its attention to the question of market- 
ing. which is really one of the most mnpórtant 
problems with which it will have to concern 
itself. The Association recoguises that, if the 
fishing industry is to survive 'and is to make 
the progress which all connected with it hope, 
there must %e an entirely new arrangement 
for the marketing of thé catch, and also 
methods which will open up new markets in 
the counittv SS 

The problem is being tackled in a most 
comprehensive manner, and its détails, when 
published, will meet with hearty approval 
and support. | 

The election of the Board- of the Sea 
Fisheries Association is due to be held on the 
19th November next. The Board will be 
made up of eight members, four of whom 
will be nominated and four selected by the 
members of the Association, from whom 
nominations will be received up to the 21st 
October. 

It was learned at. the Department of 
Fisheries that it is the intention to arm the 
vatrol boat Muirchu with a three-inch quick- 

ring gun to enable the boat to. deal more 
effectively than in the past with poaching 
trawlers. Originally the Muirchu dia carry 
a gun, but her armament was removed in the 
troubled period, some eight or nine years ago. 
She is now being reconditioned, and the new 
gun will be installed. At the moment, much 
as they would like to do s0,-the Department 
of Fisheries see little prospect of being able 
to secure an additional patrol boat; but if, as 
Ea confidently expect, the indústry develops 
‘under the egis of the Sea Fisheries Associa- 
tion, the Department believe that then ves- 
sary money would be forthcoming to ‘bring 
into the patrol service another boat or two 
to aid in patrolling the coast.

AN IRISH 
BIOLOGIC AL 
ST ATION. 


By a SreciaL CORRESPONDENT. 


N interesting publication by Professor 
A Renouf, of 'niversity Ucilege, Cork, 
deais with his work at the biological 
station at Lough Ine. An article on this sub- 
ject appeared a few months ago in the 
irish .Times, and a further account of the 
station may be of interest. Lough Ine has 
only recenily been ‘‘discovered’’ by the 
scientists, but they (and Professor Renouf 
most of all) have been quick to realise its 
great, possibilities. Owing to the peculiar 
formation of the lough, it is an ideal spot for 
Ijoiogical studies, and contains many different 
types of ‘animal and plant life, some of which 
can scarcely be met with elsewhere. Already 
a great number of students from Irish and 
English centres have visited the lough, and 
now only the lack of funds prevents the 
station from becoming onc of the most im- 
portant in these islands. 


THE..STATION ESTABLISHED. 

Professor Henóuí des ribes how, acting on 
a suggestion from Dr. Lloyd Praeger, he 
first inspected the district in 1925, and at 
once «ame to the conclusion that a station 
should be established there. There were 
great difficulties to be overcome, however, as 
there was then no available accommodation, 
and for some time he had to be content. with 
conducting his investigations with Baltimore 
as a centre. After ‘several years he 
managed to rent a farm in the vicinity, 
and the station began to take form. 
Helped by bequests from various sources, he 
finally erected a proper laboratory on the 
shore of the lake. 

Reports of the work that was being done 
and of the richness of the area resnited in 
many visits to the place from individuals 
and university classes, and in order to pro- 
vide for thom further accommodation had to 
he made, In conseouence,”” as Professor 
Renouf says, “our ambitions have increased, 
aml we hope eventually to see the Cork 
University Biological Station firmly estab- 
lished as a fully recognised station and to 
extend our operations over a much wider area 
than that originally contemplated.’’ 


MANY SPECIES IDENTIFIED. 
Professor Renouf’s publication. which is 
entitled “ Preliminary Work of a New 
Bielagical Station at Lough Ine.” gives a 
detailed account of thé surrounding district, 


and describes the work that has been already . 


done. Already many species have been 
identified—580 plants and 820 animals—and 
he states that these numbers will probably be 
at least. trebled if the work continues as it 
has started. ‘ 

In addition to the more academic side of 
the work, a number of interesting problems 
have also been investigated by the station 
There used to be, for instance, a consider- 
able hake fishery along the West Cork coast, 
and there was also a pilchard industry and a 
number of ovster beds, but all these have 
vanished within recent vears. Professor 
Renouf ‘comes to the conclusion that hake 
and pilchards have deserted the coast alto- 
gether, while the ovsters have been choked 
by silt or have perished through other causes. 

There is plenty of material for research 
still at Lough Ine, but in time Professor 
Renouf hopes to extend the activities of the 
station so as to cover the whole district of 
West. Carberv, which is a very rich one. 
This design, however, is greatly hampered at 
present by the shortage of accommodation 
for students, and it is hoped that funds may 
be eventually forthcoming to build a proper 
hostel at Lough Ine, with room for thirty or 
forty workers. If this could happen the 
prospects of the station would be very bright 
indeed. 
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THE SEPTEMBER 
WEATHER.

The meteorological records of Dublin for 
the month of September are particularly 
interesting, because they cover the period of 
great floods that visited the 
portions of the district in the first week of 
the month. 

The total rainfall for the month was 4.46 
inches, of which 2.73 inches fell on the 3rd, 
nearly as much as was recorded in the whole 
of August. Altogether twelve days were wet. 

The turn of the year is showa by a drop 
in temperature, the average maximum being 
60.2 degrees Fahrenheit and the average 
minimum 43.5 degrees. There were 96.5 
hours of sunshine, the sunniest day being 
the 22nd, when there were ten hours. but 
the 17th was warmer, with a temperature of 
66.3 degrees Fahrenheit. A ground frost 
(2 degrees) was recorded on the 8th.

Music in the North : 


A Rent Ramp  : 
Workhouse Taint 


The 
; Fishing Harvest.

BELFAST, Thursday, 
Ó is now admitted officially that there is 

a rent ramp in Ulster, and that 
“ profiteering ” at the expense of the 
tenants has been going on for a long time. 
The matter was discussed this week by the 
Northern Parliament, on the motion of the 
solitary Socialist member, and, as a result 
of what was revealed, the Government has 
decided to set up a Committee of Inquiry. 
The temper of members on both sides of 
the House was fraved by the exposures of 
hardship inflicted upon unfortunate 
tenants, and the Government was warned 
by one of its own supporters that, unless 
something were done to remedy matters, 
it would be in danger of defeat. 

The “ profiteering ” in rents started 
when the houses from £26 to £52 valua- 
tion were de-controlled by the Northern 
Government—thereby geting out of step 
with Great Britain—and it has been going 
on ever since. Exorbitant rents are being 
charged, even for small houses which auto- 
matically become de-controlled when they 
are vacant; but, of course, there are many 
landlords who have acted kindly and have 
played the game. There are over two 
thousand vacant premises in Belfast, and 
these include many terrace-houses as well 
as unpretentious dwellings. The cost of 
living is higher in Belfast than it is in 
England. and. with diminishing incomes 
and rising expenses. it is well that the 
““ profiteer ' should be checked. 


A CURIOUS S/TU4TION. 


The magistrates of Northern Ireland, as 
a collective body, apparently have a poor 
opinion of themselves. At a meeting of 
their Association this week Sir Robert 
Kennedy, who is chairman of the Council, 
stated that they desire “ to raise the status 
of the magisterial bench to its former 
level, which during the past fifty years 
has been lowered by the action of those 
responsible for aypointments to. the 
bench.’’ Sir Robert added that the 
Ministry of Home Affairs had not always 
been guided exclusively by consideration 
of the character, position and education of 
aspirants for magisterial honours in 
Ulster, but, under political pressure, had 
vielded weakly to temptations which in 
the past had corrupted the bench. 

This is strong criticism. and one wonders 
who are the incompetents and how thev 
are to be weeded out. Certainly the 
Government does not seem to have much 
confidence in the wisdom or capacity of 
the unpaid Justices of Northern Ireland ; 
for their judicial wings are being con- 
tinually clipped and their jurisdiction 
restricted. They are not permitted to 
adjudicate in licensing cases and manv 
other important matters—a_ limitation 
which has been bitterly resented. Perhaps, 
if the North took a leaf out of the Free 
State's book of justice and wiped out the 
army of unpaid magistrates, replacing 
them with Ihstrict Justices, it would be 
better for the purity of administration.

THE WORKHOUSE TAINT. 


A bitter quarrel is developing regard. 
ing the setting up of the Boards of 
Guardians as the authority to apply the 
‘means’’ test to applicants for transi 
tional benefit under the Unemployment 
Insurance Acts. The Government ‘s 
accused by its opponents of trving 
to pauperise the workless legally entitled 
to the ‘‘ dole’’ in the reduced form, but 
this is denied by the Minister of Labour, 
who points out that the Public Assistance 
Committee, as it is to be called, will meet 
in neutral premises away altogether from 
the Union. fhe action sf the Belfast 
Guardians, however, does not: bear out the 
Minister’s statement. 

At their meeting on Tuesday the 
Guardians decided that the new Commit- 
tee would carry on their deliberations at 
No. 1 Lisburn road, which is the postal 
address of the workhouse; but this little 
hit of camouflage has not soothed th» 
feelings of the unemployed or their advo- 
cates—rather the reverse. The Minister 
of Labour was challenged about it yester 
day, but no clear explanation was given 
as to the outcome. It is hardly likely. 
however, that the Guardians will be per- 
mitted to run counter to the wishes of the 
Government, particularly as there is no 
reason why applicants entitled to benefit 
should be compelled to enter the work 
house to state their case. Unhappily, 
there are hundreds of empty premises in 
the city quite suitable for the purpose. 


PLAYING FIELDS FO? SCHOOLS. 


The school-going population of Belfast 
numbers about sixty thousand children ; 
but, according to the Elementary School 
Sports’ Association, they have only one 
playing field. It is situated at North 
road, and, naturally, it is used to its 
utmost capacity. Various trophies are 
offered annually for competition, and 
these attract many entries from schools, 
resulting in keen contests; but it is felt 
that playing fields should be provided in 
other parts of the city, where the pupils 
could indulge in various games, with 
benefit to all concerned. 

There are many play centres in Belfast, 
particularly in the congested areas, for 
children; but these are for such amuse- 
ments as swings, round-abouts and recrea- 
tions of : similar nature, with a games 
teacher in charge. while, of course, there 
are numerous public parks. The National 
Plaving Fields’ Association, of which the 
Duke of Abercorn is the Ulster president. 
attempts to provide suitable. accom- 
modation for sports throughout the 
province; but for the school children of 
Belfast there is urgent need for spacious 
plaving fields. 


The Parks 


Committee of the Belfast 
Corporation is always interested in the 
welfare of the little folk, and it micht 
some day soon take this subject into con- 
sideration. Mrs. MeMordie, C.B.E.. a 
former member of the Corporation and 
Education Authority, is one of the pioneers 
in helping young people. 


THE FISHING INDUSTRY. 


It is gratifying to find signs of im- 
provement in the fishing industry of the 
North. Ardalass and Kilkeel both show 
advances, but Portavogie is still below 
the average of catches. The latest figures 
record the season’s totals for herrings to 
date, as follows:—Ardglass 27.217 ewt.. 
value £17,895. as compared with 19.189 
cwt., value £15,556, in the corresponding 
period of the vear 1930; Kilkeel 8,922 
ewt., value £4.109. as compared with 6.162 
ewt., value £3,307, for last vear: Porta- 
vogie, 5,540 cwt., value £2.433. against

afternoon of this week. Her lecture to 
day will conclude the series. 

She made an announcement yesterday 
with regard to classes and demonstrations 
that may begin next spring in Dublin 
under the auspices of the Good House- 
keeping Institute, provided enough pupils 
are to be found. She requested that those 
who were interested in the scheme shovfld 
leave the names and addresses with her, 
so that an estimate of the numbers micht 
be formed. I noticed that at the end of 
yesterday 's lecture quite a pile of slips 
with names had been heaped up on the 
dresser of the kitchenette. Prospective 
pupils should now send their names and 
addresses to the Director, Good House- 
keeping Institute, 49 Wellington street, 
Strand, London, W.C.2. 

Miss Peck and Miss Edwards leave

FISH SAVOURIES. 


Yesterday afternoon Miss Peck ex- 
plained the cooking of various types of 
fish savouries. She made aigrettes, fish 
cakes, Sardines Piedmontaisse, etc. She 
raised some very interesting points about 
deep frying, and numbers of her listeners 
asked questions relating to the _lecture 
before they left, as many people find diffi- 
culties in this particular branch of cook- 
ing. One lady’s question brought the 
solution of a problem which must 
have troubled the minds of cooks 
for many years. It was as to whether 
the same fat which is used for deep fry-

Cover and boil 
again jor a few minutes, Remove the 
lid and bring to 300 F. Stir the 
syrup gently with the thermometer, 
and pour on to a greased tin. 
Sprinkle chopped nuts over, and turn 
the sides to the middie. When cold 
enough to handle pull lightly with 
oiled fingers. When nearly set cut 
into cushions or squares. Wrap in 
wax paper or cellophane when cold. 
Store in an airtight tin. 
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best knife to use, and the tlat side of it 
should be worked round the cake with 
the flat part of the hand to obtain a good 
shape. Then the cakes should be dipped 
in bread crumbs. Miss Peck kept the 
crumbs in a piece of grease paper, which 
saves a plate in the washing up, and also 
enables them to be easily tossed about. 
Before they are immersed in the boiling 
fat they should be rolled in bread crumbs 
and dipped in egg, and these two factors 
are the two great essentials in preventing 
the fat from penetrating the fish cakes 
and spoiling them. If the fish cakes are 
not made smoothly they are liable to 
crack, 


DEEP FRYING. 


“Deep frying.’’ said Miss Peck, 
preferable to shallow frying, because -t 
makes for an attractive appearance, al- 
though it is, perhaps, a little more 
troublesome.”’

that are fried in deen fat 
placed on white kitchen paper which will 
absorb the unnecessary fat. Nothing tends 
to make for greasy food so much as serving 
rissoles or fish cakes that have not been 
drained. Flour and milk coating is not 
suitable for deep frying, as the fat will 
penetrate this, unlike the egg and bread- 
crumb mixture, and care should also be 
taken to distribute the crumbs evenly, or 
tie part where they are unduly accumu- 
lated will burn. In the same way every 
portion of the fish cake must be covered 
with egg, or that portion where it has 
been omitted will admit the fat. 

An important point is that the fat 
should be very hot and sending off a good 
deal of steam. Most of these dishes are 
spoiled either because the fat was not 
sufficiently hot, or the fish cakes badly 
covered. 

When the fat was bubbling and steam 
arising from it Miss Peck placed her neat

cakes sigp- by side in a wire basket, which 
fitted on-the top of the aluminium sauce- 
pan, and sank them slowly into the liquid. 
In a very few minutes they were cooked 
a golden brown. If fat be overheated, it 
is liable to turn dark and its flavour to 
become unpleasant, so that care should 
be taken never to leave boiling fat to 
look after itself, even for a few minutes. 


SARDINES PIEDMONTAISES. 


Some attractive little savouries known 
as Sardines Piedmontaises also were 
demonstrated. They consisted of a sar- 
dine on a finger of bread, which had been 
immersed in boiling fat, and. mayonaise 
coating poured over the sardine. On tine 
top either chopped parsley or coraline 
pepper was strewn. Coraline pepper is 
red, but it is not hot, so no sacrifice is 
involved in using it as a decoration. 

The tast fish food demonstrated was 
fried fillet of plaice. Here a method of 
removing the unpleasant black skin found 
on plaice was shown, and I felt that many 
Dublin fishmongers will be grateful to 
Miss Peck for bringing home to ner 
listeners how easy this is, since it is an 
every-day sight to see people in fish shops 
demanding the white-skinned portions to 
the exclusion of the others. A sharp 
knife and a little salt is really all that is 
necessary to skin tha fish satisfactorily. 
The hand should be moved down wi + 
sawing motion until the skin is freed. 
The temperature for frying the plaice is 
the same as that for the fish cakes. 

All the savouries made at the lecture 
were quickly sold up As Miss Peck was 
aware there would probably be a rush 
on them, she suggested that the people 
at the back should get their chance first,

The Nationa] Government. 


The political situation in Britain is 
developing after its usual complex fashion. 
Its immediate problem is the desirability, 
or otherwise, of a general election. In 
any other country such a question would 
have been decided several weeks ago; a 
Latin mind, instance, would have 
grasped some salient point, and with 
irrefutable logic would have cleared the 
way. Happily or unhappily, the British 
Constitution is not constructed in this 
wise. Elasticity is its merit and demerit ; 
and this elasticity demands all the alarums 
and excursions of political controversy 
before finality on any point can be 
achieved. The National Government itself 
is illogical, but the National Government 
filled a vital breach. Its illogical aspect 
was ignored—indeed, its lack of electoral 
it was sufficient 


for 


mandate was ignored ; 
that it served the purpose of the hour. 
Does it still serve this purpose? Such, in 
fact, the which confronte 
Ministers and voters alike. Economists, 
business men and the hard-hit rentiers of 
the better class answer in the affirmative. 
Some sections of the workers—more 
especially of the unemployed workers— 
have given overt manifestations of their 
belief that the National Government no 
longer enjoys general confidence ; but the 
British system demands a stronger proof. 
It is not surprising, therefore, that a 
general election, almost unthinkable a few 
days ago, has become a certainty. 
Tactically the position is most in- 
triguing; for the Liberal vote in the 
constituencies may decide the issue. In 
normal times this vote would have rallied 
strongly to Mr. Lloyd George, but Mr. 
Lloyd George, owing to ill-health—and, 
perhaps, for other reasons—has lost much 
of his magnetism. He takes the curious 
attitude that he will support the National 
Government if there is no general election, 
but will fight it at the polls if an appeal 
to the country is made. Actually his 
strategy is dictated by the welfare of his 
party, which, in a struggle for popular 
support, is liable to be crushed between 
the upper and, nether milistones of Con- 
servatism and Socialism. On the other 
hand, there are five Liberal members of 
Parliament, including the Marquess of 
Reading and Sir Herbert Samuel, in the 
Cabinet of the National Government. 
During the last twenty-four hours these 
Ministers have departed somewhat from 
for it 


problem 


is 


seems that, in any event, they may adhere 
to the National Government. Their 
decision, ‘moreover, is said to have been 
made “ in view of the prospect of a general 
election.” A split of this nature in official 
Liberal circles must reflect itself among 
Liberal voters, who already have shown 
a certain disinclination to sacrifice the 
country to party politics. 

It is probable that National, and not 
purely Conservative, candidates will invite 
the nation’s suffrages, if the country 1s 
asked to record its verdict. The presence 
of Mr. Macdonald and Mr. Thomas in 
their ranks will make no mean appeal to 
many a Liberal—indeed, to many a 
Socialist—voter. In short, Conservatism 
in the next electoral campaign may 
be enabled to develop a new and 
ampler sense of its duties. The 
Socialists in the National Government are 
numerically meagre, but they represent 
the best elements of Socialism. Yester- 
day, at Worksop, Mr. Malcolm Mac- 
donald showed how an honest man 
to-day, brought up in the Socialist 
tradition, must be prepared to jettison 
some of the old proletarian shibboleths. 
His listeners were not hostile, and it is 
not improbable that the Prime Minister, 
when he visits Seaham Harbour to-day, 
may make many converts where a few 
weeks ago he was held by Socialist bodies 
to have betrayed his trust. Britain is 
reaching slowly towards a faith in the 


National Government, and an election, 
however untimely in many ways, may 
prove to be a blessing if it confirms her 
in this creed. Foreign opinion, more- 
over, is not unimportant. The Temps 
states that ‘‘ the whole future of Great 
Britain depends on the maintenance of 
the National Government.’’ France is 
never: altruistic; but at the moment she 
recognises that her own future is bound 
up with the future of the pound. Her 
people are clear-sighted, and when they 
stand by Mr. Macdonald’s Government 
the British people will do well to pay 
attention. 


In Home Waters. 


The report which we publish to-day on 
the activities of the Irish Sea Fisheries 
Association makes, on the whole, very 
satisfactory reading. Up to the end of last 
month almost one thousand applications 
for membership had been received, and 
about nine hundred shares were allocated. 
These figures speak well for the Associa- 
tion—which as yet is in its early days— 
and they go far to inspire confidence in 
the future of what, a few months ago, was 
virtually a dying industry. The number 
of applications for new boats and gear has 
not been so large as was expected, but, 
when it is considered that many fishermen 
are in debt to the Free State Government 
on account of loans issued before the 
Association came into being, their reluct- 
ance to enter into new obligations can be 
understood. According to a recent state- 
ment in the Dáil by the Minister for 
Fisheries, a sum of about £100,000 is out- 


standing ; but we learn that, in view of the | 


Association’s development, the Government 
is prepared to write off a very substantial 
percentage of the amount. In the mean- 
time, work has been started on fifteen 
motor boats of the standard 35-feet type, 
and the construction of boats 


occupies all the resources of the country’s 


smaller 
building yards. If the demand increases, 
the Association may be driven to invite 
tenders from firms outside the Free State. To 
organise the fishermen and to supply them 
with boats and gear upon advantageous 
terms is the primary work of the Associa- 
tion ; but, if the fishing industry is to be 
placed in permanent economic security, the 
fisherman must be reassured on two points. 
He must have a ready market for his 
wares, and the territorial waters of the 
Free State must be preserved to his use.

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Trinity College, Dublin. 


Seven months ago the Dublin Corpora- 
tion sought to relieve a temporary problem 
by means of a permanent outrage. It 
invited the Board of Trinity College to 
sacrifice a part of the precious greensward 
behind the College’s front railings in order 
that the traffic of College Green might 
move more freely. The Board, having 
held three meetings over this request, 
rejected it for numerous and conclusive 
reasons—set forth in the Provost’s letter 
to the Lord Mayor which we published 
on the 14th March. So far as we know, 
the letter was not answered—indeed, it 
was unanswerable—and the _ citizens, 
jealous for Dublin’s beauty and for the 
amenities of a great institution, were 
well pleased. Yesterday morning, how- 
ever, they received a shock. A white line 
had been drawn on the footpath outside 
the College railings, representing the path 
of the Corporation’s plan; and, within 
the railings, two wooden structures repre- 
sented a set-back position for the College 
gates. Had the Board succumbed, and had 
the City Council entered into possession 
like a thief in the night? Happily, we 
can dispel the public’s alarm. It seems 
that the Corporation, still hankering 
after its plan. desired to see “how it 
would look,” and that the Board, with 
an almost extreme courtesy, has gratified 
the wish. That is the limit of the Board’s 
concession. The contraptions will be 
removed quickly, and we have the 
Provost’s word that the Board’s decision 
to safeguard the College for posterity 
stands and will not fail. It is a proper 
and patriotic decision. In the first place, 
the congestion of College Green is due 
largely to the trams, and the tenure of 
all tramways is increasingly precarious. 
In the next place, if the ‘‘ bottle-neck ’’ 
must be widened, the salient of houses 
opposite to Trinity College ought to be 
removed. The Corporation could have 
removed it some years ago at little cost, 
but neglected the chance. Finally, the 
College is a civic and national asset whose 
secular beauty and dignity must be 
sacrosanct from the pressures of any 
passing. moment. The Corporation’s per- 
sistent designs upon it furnish a very 
disturbing glimpse into the intelligence 
of a body that has so much power to 
make or mar Dublin. 


Passports. 


Old customs die hard in France, but the 
Government has decided to abolish the 
passports which every Frenchman is re- 
quired by law to produce when he moves 
from one department to another. This de- 
cision will come to French ears as a wel- 
come, if belated, indication that the old 
laws which have become nuisances shortly 
may be swept away. In no part of the 
world, perhaps, is the liberty of the sub- 
ject so much circumscribed by a national 
genius for officious legislation. The French 
postman—to take an instance particularly 
embarrassing to the visitor—will interrupt 
an addressee at his ablutions rather than 
surrender a registered letter to some other 
member of the household ; and so simple a 
matter as the issue of a railway ticket in 
the provinces is hedged about with many 
tedious formalities. Internal passports 


| date back to the Revolution, and they have 


ceased long ago to serve any useful end. 
In practice, most Frenchmen ignore them 


completely, but to be without one entails a 
certain risk ; for gendarmes and guards are 
entitled to demand the passport of every 
traveller. The authorities in all towns are. 
obliged to keep a stock of the useless 
forms, and the outlay that their existence 
entails to the State is increased by an in- 
genious regulation which requires that 
passports shall be of three kinds. In 
future the Frenchman will be permitted to 
travel about his own country without let 
or hindrance, and his new-found liberty, 
perhaps, will lead him to ponder on the 
possible abolition of all passports. Foreign 
travel, once an adventure, has become a 
commonplace, and the production of pass- 
ports at frontiers is the merest formality. 
Their disappearance throughout Europe 
would mark another step on the road to- 
wards international understanding and 
fellowship. 


YACHT RACING ON 
LOUGH ERNE. 


LORD LOFTUS’S BOAT 
NEARLY WRECKED. 


The final race of the season of the 
Lough Erne Yacht Club, which took place 
from Rossclare, on Lower Lough Erne 
yesterday in a hard wind, was marked 
by exciting events.

Sir,—All lovers of art are deeply grieved 
to hear of the death of Sir William Orpen, 
R.A. one of the world’s greatest painters, 
cut off whilst still in his prime so rich in 
promise. It is a source of satisfaction that 
in the late brilliant artist's. native town he 
should be so well represented by works that 
will keep his name. alive. The Municipal 
Gallery of Modern Art contains no less than 
twelve of his paintings in oils, and eighteen 
drawings (in chalk, pencil, pen-and-ink. etc.). 

As is well known, he was one of Sir Hugh 
Lane’s best helpers at the initiation of the 
Gallery in 1908, and at the time presented 
several of his own works to the collection. 
Among these is his fine ‘‘ Portrait of the 
Artist.” in which, in a_characteristically 
whimsical vein, he represents himself as 
standing in artist’s déshabillé beside a marble 
Venus. The Gallery also contains one of his 
‘tight ” detailed works, “China and Japan: 
Reflections ’’—an example of superb drafts- 
manship revealing the hand of the born artist. 
Sir Hugh Lane presented to the Gallery the 
following portraits in oils by Orpen :—‘* The 
Right Hon. Sir T W. Russell,”’ ‘‘ Lord 
MacDonnell, G.C.S.1.,’’ “William O'Brien. 
M.P.,”’ “ Michael Davitt, M.P.." ‘‘ Nathaniel 
Hone, R.H.A.,” “Sir J. P. Mahaffy, D.D., 
C.V.0.,”’ ‘‘Captain Shawe-Tavylor.,”’ and his 
portrait of “The Right Hon. Augustine 
Birrell, M.P.,” one of his best works.

“BATTLE” AROUND 
SALFORD TOWN HALL. 


Thousands: of Salford unemployed 
attempted to force their way into the 
Town Hall, Bexley square, yesterday, 
during a demonstration arranged by the 
local Unemployed Workers’ Movement to 
protest against the proposed cuts in relief. 


A special sitting of the Salford City 
Council was being held to consider the 
recommendations of the Finance Com- 
mittee, in which a ten per cent. reduction 
in the total cost of outdoor relief was 
proposed. 

The Salford branch of the National Un- 
employed Workers’ Movement marched 
through the streets with the view to a 
deputation being received by the Mayor. 

The Mayor received three members of 
the deputation, who presented a copy of 
their demand that the Finance Committee's 
proposal be rejected. 

Meanwhile a procession had gathered at 
the Labour Exchange in the Crescent, and 
the trouble began when the police refused 
to allow the demonstrators to march round 
the building and add to their numbers. 


DOZENS TRAMPLED ON. 


There were several scuffles before they 
finally marched off to the Town Hall. 

By this time the procession was several 
thousands strong. 

On arrival at Bexley square several men 
who had been carrying banners flung down 
the standards and rushed at two policemen 
on duty outside the Town Hall. 

The policemen were overwhelmed and 
disappeared in a seething mass of people 
until police reinforcements arrived on the 
scene. 

Mounted police galloped to the square, 
and drawing their batons charged the 
crowd. 

Dozens of people were struck down and 
trampled on as the crowd retreated. 

In their attempt to reach the Town 
Hall steps the unemployed brandished 
sticks, and shouted ‘‘ Remember 1914 to 
1918.” The whole area resounded with 
shouts and groans. Banners were flung to 
the ground, and policemen’s helmets were 
knocked off. 


RINGLEADERS TAKEN, 


The police were forced to frog-march 
several of the ringleaders of the attack 
to the police station at the rear of the 
Town Hall. In each case it took more 
than six officers to accomplish an arrest. 

All traffic in Chapel street, the main 
thoroughfare from Manchester to south- 
east Lancs., was disorganised for more 
than thirty minutes, and thousands of 
spectators, many of whom were women, 
lined the streets in the vicinity of the 
Town Hall. 

It is stated that many of the demon- 
strators had come to the city from out- 
side districts. 

The arrested men will appear at the 
city police court to-morrow.

ESTERDAY’S developments in the

ings. The general impression created was 
that these conferences had relation to the 
precise form in which the National 
Government’s appeal should be made to 
the country, and to the framing of a 
i formula ” that would enable Sir Herbert 
Samuel and his Liberal colleagues to re- 
main members of the Government. 

The day’s events strengthen the belief 
that there will be no important Liberal 
resignations trom the Government when 
the decision to advise a dissolution even- 
tually is taken A dissolution is looked 
for on Thursday of next week, in which 
case the polling day would be Wednes- 
day, October 28.

A LIBERAL SURPRISE.

MR. LLOYD GEORGE MAY 
BE ISOLATED. 


Every day has had its sensation during 
the strangest period of British political 
history, but that of to-day was among the 
most unforeseen of all, says the Central 
News Lobby Correspondent. That Mr. 
Lloyd George should be separated from 
his principal lieutenants seems almost in- 
conceivable, and, writing at a moment 
when the full facts have not been revealed, 
it is incomprehensible. The great point 
that emerges, however, is that apparently 
Lord Reading and Sir Herbert Samuel 
have agreed to remain in the Cabinet, in 
spite of the election to which they objected 
taking place, and that three other 
Liberals who are in offices that would be 
of Cabinet rank in the ordinary way— 
Sir Donald Maclean, Sir Archibald 
Sinclair and the Marquess of Lothian— 
are also sticking to the National Govern- 


ment. 
A SOLITARY FIGURE, 


One is almost prepared, after this, to 
hear that Mr. Lloyd George, too, has 
changed his mind ; but of that there is, so 
far, no hint. 

When it is remembered that Sir John 
Simon and Mr. Runciman, among the 
leaders, and half of the rank and file also, 
are of the same way of thinking as the 
above-named Liberals, who hold office in 
the Government, it will be seen that Mr. 
Lloyd George is left a solitary figure in 
his attitude of opposition to an election 
and to a tariff formula for an election. 
Such a split could hardly have happened 
had he been his old self, in action at 
Westminster, instead of looking at the 
situation from Churt through the spec- 
tacles of semi-invalidism. 


PARTY DIFFICULTIES. 


Discussing the quest of an election 
formula, the correspondent says: It seems 
that Conservatives of the rank and file 
do not feel very cordial towards the 
Liberal Ministers, certain of whom they 
would gladly see leaving the National 
Government. It is accepted that the 
Liberal Party machine could not go one 
way and the Liberal Parliamentary Party 
another. At the same time doubts are 
entertained as to whether Conservative 
candidates will not be opposed by Liberals 
in a good many places. 

There will naturally be a joint mani- 
festo by the leaders of parties when the 
National Government appeals to the 
country, but the Conservatives are not at 
all certain that the headquarters will be 
able to control the constituency associa- 
tions. which are keen to run their 
candidates against the Liberals. Ample 
room exists for complications to arise in 
the constituencies. The Liberals are the 
most perturbed party, and little confer- 
ences were going on all last evening, In 
addition to a meeting of Ministers prior 
to the Cabinet. Certain Liberals are 
apprehensive lest the divisions in their 
ranks should have the effect of driving a 
large block of Liberal votes to Labour. 


PREMIER'S MOVEMENTS. 


The Prime Minister this morning at 10 
o'clock will leave King’s Cross for Seaham, 
where he will address a delegate meeting 
of the local Labour Party, which recently 
called on him to resign his seat. After the 
meeting Mr. Macdonald will return to 


London.

“ IMPROVEMENT.” 


CORPORATION STAGES A 
DEMONSTRATION.

‘TBE main entrance of Trinity College, 
Dublin, aroused great curiosity 
among passers-by yesterday. The objects 
of interest were the two white lines 
painted on the footpath on each side of 
the gates, and a number of wooden posts 
at intervals and in a straight line on the 
green on the inside of the railings. 

They had been placed there during the 
previous night on ‘the instruction of the 
City Engineer and with the authority of 
the College authorities. No doubt, the 
general public was wondering what the 
object of these ‘‘ adornments ”’ could be, 
and, in the course of inquiries yesterday, 
I was informed that they represent the 
scheme which the police authorities and 
the Dublin Corporation had in view for 
the widening of that particular portion of 
College Green and the easing of traffic. 

The white lines represent what would be 
the new kerbstone and the end of the 
footpath and beginning of the carriage 
way if the scheme ever came to fruition, 
and the posts represent what would be 
the railings of the College, or the distance 
to which the present railings would be 
moved back. 


TRAFFIC FILTRATION, 


When I discussed the subject with In- 
spector Hurley, of the Traffic Department 
of the Civic Guard, he stated that if the 
present ‘‘ elephant ’’ hump on the railings 
was removed, and the new arrangement 
outlined by the white lines and the posts 
brought into operation, it would consider- 
ably ease the congestion of traffic at that 
point. It would mean an addition of 
from eight to ten feet to the carriage way 
at the widest point, and that would 
accommodate more than one extra line of 
vehicles, 

The Inspector added that if the arrange- 
ment were made a reality, it was his in- 
tention to have a line of white studs 
placed along the roadway between the 
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Summer Time.

WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 

+ HE attendance of members at the House 
of Commons this afternoon was not 
large, and the question hour was quiet. 

The Secretary to the Treasury announced 
a new arrangement in regard to the salaries 
of the law officers. That of the Attorney- 
General, he said, would be reduced from 
£7,000 to £2,000, aud of the Solicitor-General 
from £6,000 to £2,000. 

When the Committee Stage of the Finance 
Bill was resumed, Mr. ethick-Lawrence 
asked for some explanation of the clause 
dealing with the 5 ner cent. War Loan 

Mr. Snowden replied that he had already 
stated that the purpose of the provision was 
to give the Treasury powers, at a favourable 
opportunity, to convert the huge 
block of 5 per cent. War Loan, amounting to 
over £2,000,000,000. To a great extent 
the terms of the conversion offer. when 
it was made, would follow the conditions 
which were attached to the original stock. 
Unlike ordinary conversion operations, the 
huge size of this stock made it necessary that 
conditions should be attached which were not 
generally attached, in regard to conversions 
of much smaller amounts. It was proposed 
to give three months’ notice to the holders of 
the stock. and during those three months

NXIETY as to the fate of Air- 
Commodore Kingsford Smith was 
dispelled when it became known this after- 
noon that he had been compelled by in- 
disposition to. land yesterday at Milas, a 
dozen miles from the Asia Minor coast, 
and ninety miles south of Smyrna, while 
attempting to beat Mr. J. A. Mollison’s 
‘“record’’ flight from Australia to 
England accomplished in 8 days, 13 hours, 
55 minutes. 

He was on his way from Aleppo to 
Athens, the seventh day of his flight, and 
with a clear day’s lead on Mollison's 
' recard,' when he was forced to alight. 
He made a safe landing, «rd his machine 
was undamaged. 

No news, however, reached the wider 
world, and during the whole of yester- 
day, and until five o'clock to-day. fears 
for his safety were becoming more pro- 
nounced. 


DETERMINED TO GO ON, 

In spite of not feeling well, the airman 
was determined to continue his flight, 
and pluckily telegraphed to his friends 
here that they might expect him at Tatot 
Aerodrome this afternoon 

At eight o'clock to-night, however, he 
had not arrived, and the aerodronie 
officials were wondering whether he might 
be able to continue his flicht to-day. 

A cable received by the Vacuum i) 
Company in London from Milas, timed 
4.55 p.m., stated that Kingsford Smith 
was awaiting permission to leave, and he 
would advise further movements. 

Kingsford Smith has been dogged hy 
sickness for the greater part of his flight. 
An attack of sunstroke on the second day 
out brought on fainting fits, but he per- 
severed in spite of bad luck. 

He now has no chance of beating the 
““ record,’’ for he would have to arrive in 
England before 6.30. to-morrow morning 
to do so.

THE LEAGUE’S WORK. 


The League is not an executive body; | 


it can carry out neither an arbitral award 
nor its own recommendations, but it has 
unrivalled machinery for the study of 
international problems by acknowledged 
experts, for their discussion by the re- 
sponsible representatives of Governments, 
and thus also for focusing public opinion 
upon any conclusion which it may reach. 
In the matter of the Far Eastern dispute 
it had, indeed, no other weapon but the 
concentration of world opinion upon the 
pacific measures which it recommended, 
and, without a doubt, the resolutions of 
the Council transmitted to Tokvo and 
Nanking, and independently endorsed by 
the United States, had considerable effect 
in circumscribing the influence of the 
military faction in Manchuria. 

But in the economic sphere it has not 
succeeded in mobilising public opinion to 
the same effect. Report after report 
diagnoses the ills of Europe, and indicates 
alleviations and possible cures, but they 
pass from sub-committee to committee, 
from committee to commission, on to the 
Assembly and back again to the European 
Commission without at any stage receiving 
the authoritative impress of the League's 
definite recommendation. It might, per- 
haps, be found possible by some improve- 
ment of procedure to bring these long and 
valuable deliberations to a climax. 
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SERIOUS ILLNESS OF 
SIR THOMAS LIPTON. 
REPORTED IMPROVEMENT. 


There was an encouraging improvement 
last night in the condition of Sir Thomas

Mr. Gandhi and other delegates. arrived 
by the Ambassadors Court entrance a few 
minutes earlier. 

The Committee adjourned after sitting 
for only a little over half-an-hour. 


MR. GANDHI’S PROPOSAL. 

During yesterday’s short sitting Mr. 
Gandhi said that after consultation with 
the Aga Khan and other Moslem friends 
thev had come to the conclusion that the 
purposes for which the Committee had met 
would be best served by an adjournment 
for a week. 

He imagined that other colleagues 
present would agree with that proposal. 
He had also met representatives of other 
groups. 

“ We have not been able to make much 
headway,’’ he added, “ but we all feel that 
the time at our disposal was too short for 
exchanging views,” 

Mr. Gandhi said that he would not 
press for any further adjournment heyond 
the week’s adjournment suggested. It 
would be no secret if he informed the 
Committee that the Aga Khan and th> 
others whom he met on the previous night 
laid upon his shoulders the Lhurden of call 
ing together representatives of the 
different groups and holding conversations 
with a view to arriving at some final 
settlement. If his proposal commended 
itself to the Prime Minister and the rest 
of the Committee, he would be glad. 


A CONFIRMED CPTIMIST. 

Let them all hope that at the end of 
the week it would be possible to report 
some sort of settlement. When he ex 
pressed that hope he did not wish to 
convey the impression that. he knew some 
thing upon which he was building that 
hope 

‘I am an irrepressible optimist,’’ said 
Mr. Gandhi, ‘and often in my _ life- 
time when the horizon has appeared 
blackest some turn has taken place which 
has given good grounds for hope. What 
ever it may be, so far as human endeavour 
is possible, I have no doubt that members 
of the Committee will endeavour to arrive 
at a settlement.”’ 

The Aga Khan formally seconded the 
proposal, 


THE DEPRESSED CLASSES. 

Mr Gandhi assured Dr. Ambedkar 
(Untouchables) that they would be repre- 
sented on the Committee that he proposed 
to appoint. 

Dr. Ambedkar said that unless at the 
outset he knew that the depressed classes 
were going to be represented as a com- 
munity entitled to political recognition in 
the future constitution of India he did 
not know whether it would serve any 
purpose for him to join the proposed Com- 
mittee. 

Sir Henry Gidney associated himself 
with Dr. Ambedkar on behalf of the Anglo- 
Indian community. They also had been 
refused recognition by Mr. Gandhi as a 
separate community. 

Sir Muhammad Chafi said he thought 
Dr. Ambedkar’s attitude resulted from a 
misapprehension of Mr. Gandhi's proposal. 

Dr. Ambedkar said he hoped that the 
Sigyey not only of the main communities, 
mut of the Christians, Anglo-Indians, 
depressed classes and others would be con- 
sidered.

A. GOOD SPORTING 
COUNTRY.

ITH the advont of October comes a 
W vivid change co the West country. 
Only last month the bees still 
hummed above the heather on the hillsides, 
and butterflies hovered over the myrtle and 
flowered patches in the bogs. Now the Ling 
has turned to a rusty brown, and, dotte 
here and there with emerald mosses, the 
bogs take on a grey-brown tinge, beyond 
which the woodlands stand out in a glory 
of changing colours, with the Connemara 
mountains a purple haze in the distance. 

But it is in the bird world that you notice 
most the changing season. Every day to 
the estuaries and the flats along the Atlantic 
coast come fresh relays of migrant and 
passage birds. And to the scores of little 
woodlands which lie sheltered under the 
Mayo mountains October brings the advance 
guard of the migrant woodcock. 

The most fascinating things in life are 
those around which clings an air of mystery 
und romance, Perhaps that is thé reason 
why the arrival of the woodcock is so 
eagerly awaited. There is no bird which 
urouses so much interest or makes the same 
appeal to the imagination. Fven the 
matter-of-fact individual, who displays a 
stoical calm at the obsequies of a couple of 
hundred pheasants, is stirred to a pitch of 
excitement almost bordering on mild hysteria 
when a ’cock has been sighted to drop into a 


covert. 
A BIRD OF MYSTERY. 
Through studying our home-bred birds, we 
have succeeded in learning more about the 


demestic arrangements of the woodcock than | 


vus fathers ever knew, but even so there is a 
ywieat deal we still do not understand. We 
kiow that woodcock return every year to 
their original nesting places, and that our 
winter visitors will often seek their old 
haunts. We know, too, that they have de- 
cided preferences for certain coverts, yet it is 
still a mystery why other woods in the imme. 
diate neighbourhood identical with their 
favoured spots—woods with mossy glades, 
ri ododendrons, hollv and low cover-. never 
hoi a bird, And # is a mystery whv sud 
denly @ covert will be bereft of 'cock for no 
apparent reason, Many oí us can probably 
recall idéal ‘(woodeock weather: hed frosty 
nights, followed’ by bright, crisp days, when 
the ground was iron save for those little 
moist patches in the coverts, which one would 
have thonght no comfort-loving ‘cock could 
resist. Yet when we have gone out to take 
toli of the birds thev have vanished in the 
night. Why and whither constitute one of 
those many problems about the ‘cock to 
which no setlitattory answer is ever forth- 
coming. 

Irish cock shooting is like nó other. 
Perhaps, it is because the wild beanty of th 
surroundings seem an appropriate setting for 
the elusive, brown birds. Perhaps, nish. it 
is that in the -soft climate of the South and 
West the, are found in greater numbers 
than elsewhere. .

THE BEATERS. 

Few things appeal more to the average 
countryman than a day after the woodcock. 
| have in mind a group of small coverts “sn 
Mayo which for more years than I can count 
have always held their quota. Many a time 
we have had thirty odd couple of cock; on 
many more occasions we have had to he 
content with a very few birds. But, be the 
hag light or heavy, the enthusiasm of the 
beaters in the same. Thev come out with 
one intention—to heat every living creature 
out of those coverts, despite almost thread- 
bare garments and apologies for boots. There 
is no bramble too prickly nor any whin too 
thick té defv the most searching myestiry 
tion. The first cock that breaks 3s always 
too much for pent up feelings. . Everyore 
shouts at once; prayers and imprecatio-is 
mingle with directions so varied as to confuse 
even the most phlegmatic gun. so that, #s 
often as not, the @iusive cock flits and dives 
safety. Bot should the 
uyfortunate bird be marked down to env 
particular spot the heaters converge as one 
man. Then, with sticks and stones ensues a 
bombardment of the lair from which one 
would think no creature could emerge alive.

SPANISH WOMEN TO

The right to vote was given to all 
Spanish women who have passed the age 
of 23 years in the clause of the new Con- 
stitution which was accepted by the 
Cortes this evening. The measure was 
passed by 170 votes to 121. , 

Fears that women would use their new 
privilege in favour of Church and other 
so-called ‘‘ reactionary ” elements were 
expressed by one of the two women 
deputies. , 

Sefiorita Victoria Kent, Director of the 
Spanish Prison Systems, who is an Irish- 
woman, demanded that the right to vote 
be withheld from women until their polli- 
tical education had begun. With her 
sister deputy, Sefiorita Clara Campoamor, 
she was elected by male votes to her seat 
in the Cortes. 

Sefiorita Campoamor, a member of the 
committee which framed the Constitution, 
immediately sprang to her feet and replied 
that it. was women who had laboured to 
bring the Republic into being. It was the 
women of Saragossa who demonstrated 
against the Cuban War at the end of the 
last century, and who had demanded at 
public meetings in the villages punishment 
of the members of the Dictatorship.

EW people vealise that the fall in 
F British Government securities during 

the past week has meant a loss in capital 
value of over three million pounds to Free 
State investors. People who purchased 9 
per cent. War Loan, for example, below par 
doa not stand to lose so much as those who 
purchased it at a prenrium; but, reckoning an 
ali round average purchase price for War Stock 
of one hundred pounds, the tuiai ioss can ve 
reckoned at over three millions. As against 
this, however, one must set the appreciation 
during the past five or six days in the value 
of industrial shares held by Free State 
residents. British industrials have absorbed 
about one hundred and thirty millions of 
Free State money. During the past three 
years, owing to the industriaj depression 'n 
England, these investments are valued at only 
ninety millions. The upward movement it 
prices of the past week has improved. the 
value to one hundred millions, so that, from 
the investment point of view alone, the crisis 
has added at jeast seven million pounds to 
the value of British investments held uy 
Free State narionals. 

A RISE IN PRICES. 

It is necessary at the present time to sound 
a note of warning to Irish investors. 
Speculation is rife in England, and people 
are disposing of gilt-edged securities ‘In 
order to take part m the beom in 
Industrials.

ISS WANDA MORGAN (Westgate-on- 

Sea and Birchington), the Kent cham. 

vem who this year reached the final 

of the British championship at Portmarnock, 
is the new holder of the native English 
honour. In the 36 holes final at Ganton yes- 
terday she beat Miss Molly Gourlay (Cam- 
berley Heath), twice winner of the English 
title and present Surrey champion, by 3 and 1. 

A year ago Miss Morgan reached the semi- 
final of the English championship, and then 
she was beaten by Miss Enid Wilson, the 
ultimate winner. This is the second time 
that Miss Morgan has beaten Miss Gourlay 
in national championships within’ three 
months. At Portmarnock she won on the 
eighteenth green from her opponent of ves- 
terday in the semi-final of the British cham. 
pionship, 

In the first nine holes both threw awav 
chances, and played more bad shots in this 
stage than they had during the whole meet- 
ing. At one hole Miss Morgan took four 
from the edge of the green, and Miss Gourlay 
mate some equally bad errors. Miss Gourlay, 
out in 42, against 43, held a lead of one. 
Then they started to play championship golf. 
Both made good recoveries to halve five holes 
in par figures, and the most crashing blow of 
the match was delivered by Miss Morgan 
when she won the last four holes of the round 
in 5, 4, 3, 4—par golf for a man. That meant 
that she was three up, having come home in 
55 for a round of 78, against 81. If Miss 
Gourlay had any excuse for that bad finish 
't was in the fact chat she had plaved those 
holes only once before in the championship. 

Miss Morgan holed round a half stvmie to 
hecome four up at the second in the after- 
noon. At the fifth Miss Morgan missed from 
a yard, but Miss Gourlay won the fifth, sixth. 
seventh and ninth holes to be square. It 
looked as though Miss Morgan had cracked, 
but she began to show her powers again. 
She did the first three holes home in 3, 4, 3. 
and won two of them. She plaved the four- 
teenth badliv, and lost it, but she got a great 
four to win the sixteenth. Dormie two and 
happily confident, she hit a magnificent tee 
shot to the seventeenth green—242 yards.

STERN STRUGGLE FOR 
IRISH TITLE.

O-DAY Miss Pentony won the Beara, 
holes hnal for the lrish Ladies’ Cham- 
pionship at Rosses Point, beating Mrs

thus, for the first time since the institution 
of the tournament, the cup goes to the Her- 
mitage Club, Lucan, County Dublin, whose 
three representatives did remarkably ‘well at 

the meeting. . 
Miss Pentony is very young as champions 
go, and has a big reputation to live up to, 


but this final was not, 
won by the better 
golf. Mrs. Todd had 
a greater variety of 
shots, and generally 
kept the better line 
from the green, but 
she semed to be 
tiring as’ the day 
wore on, and did not 
get the _ distance 
either with wood or 
von that she usually 
does, while her putt- 
ing in the evening 
round was nothing 
like as sound as it 
had been during the 
earlier stages of the 
championship.

IRISH AIRMAN'S DESIGN. 


Colonel J. C. Fitzmaurice, who is planning 
a second Atlantic flight with Captain J. P. 
Saul, has designed and built a fiying-boat 
specially for the use of light aeroplane clubs, 
at Port Washington. The aircraft is almost 
completed, and will undergo flying tests in 
the near future. 

Although there are many light aeroplane 
clubs in America, nobody has yet designed a 
light seaplane or flying-boat suitable for their 
use. Colonel: Fitzmaurice set out to 
create a machine’ built entirely of parts, 
which it would be easy to obtam in the 
event of the flying-boat being damaged. 
Hitherto when fiying-boats needed repairs, it 
has been necessary to return them to the 
makers, but the type evulved by Colonel Fitz- 
maurice will be sufficiently simple for repairs 
to be undertaken by the ground staff of 
aeroplane clubs. 

The flying-boat which Colonel Fitzmaurice 
has designed is of a monoplane type, with 
two four-cylinder water cooled engines of low 
horse-power (specially designed by Mr. Wil- 
liam Harbur) streamlined into the wing. The 
cabin will accommodate a pilot and one pas- 
senger, and the machine will have a cruising 
speed of from 90 to 95 miles per hour. It is 
hoped to produce the machine for sale at 
about £250. 

Colonel Fitzmaurice has always taken a 
keen interest in the Light Aeroplane Club 
movement, and is President of the Irish Aero 
Club. It is hoped that: he will bring the 
plans of his new flying-boat to Ireland when 
he visits Europe next; month. 


EX-OFFICER’S SUICIDE.

BAD HEALTH AND 
FINANCIAL WORRY. 


The inquest on Major C. R. Hindley, a 
former aide-de-camp to Lord Allenby, who 
was found shot dead on the pavement at St. 
Leonard’s terrace, Chelsea, on Sunday, was 
opened at Hammersmith yesterday. Major 
Hindley was a son of Mr. D. Hindley, of 
Farl’s avenue, Folkestone, and served during 
the war in France and in Turkey with the 
vengal Cavalry. 

Captain Alexander Thomson, of Burton 
Court, Chelsea, said that Major Hindley had 
a farm in Rhodesia which was causing him 
financial worry. He had had _ black-water 
fever, and was depressed because of his 
health. He could not sleep at night, and 
suffered very badly. 

“He was not really hard up,” added 
Captain Thomson, ‘‘but his investments 
had depreciated in the general slump.” 

Mr. Douglas Charles Hindley, a retired 
East India merchant, father of Major 
Hindley, said that his son had told him that 
he had a mortgage of £1,500 on his farm, 
ad that it was not paying. 

Dr. Francis Muecke, with whom Major 
Hindley stayed ten days before his death, 
said he had a terrible experience in Australia 
just before the war. He was lost in the bush 
while prospecting, and was never the same 
afterwards. He was found unconscious by 
natives. He was without food and water, 
and nearly lost his life. 

“I think it affected his mind, because he 
went over the experience again when he 
visited me ten days ago.” 

The Coroner said that he had received 
several letters written by Major Hindley in 
almost identical words They spoke of his 
anguish, bad health, and financial difficulties. 

The Coroner added: ‘‘ They also seem to 
show an attitude of self-pity and the desire 
to quit the stage dramatically.” 

A verdict of suicide while of unsound mind 
was recorded.

A man who has to go back to serve the 
unexpired portion of a sentence of penal 
servitude made an impassioned appea for 
leniency to the Liverpool Recorder, Mr. E. 
(+. Hemmerde, K.C., at Liverpool Quarter 
Sessions yesterday. 3 

Harry Yelland (31), a tailor, 
leaded guilty of obtaining £7 by 
lea cheque. 

He said that the Recorder had sent him 
down three times. 

The Recorder—-Yes; we have met before. 

Yelland—I bear you no malice for that. 
I once stood before you an innocent boy, 
but vou sent me, for my own good, to 
Borstal, which was not a house of reform, 
but a house of corruption, at that time. 
Thank God, it has changed. I came out 
and went straight for ten months. I met @ 
good girl, and gave up all my pals, but some 
kind “friend ” in the police told her I was 
an ex-Borstal boy. 

“ Life did not matter to me after that. 
T went to penal servitude, and out of 600 
men ¥ saw there 400 who were ex-Borstal 
pals. I contracted consumption there, and 
have been five weeks in prison hospital await- 
ing trial. : 

“ No one knows what mental and physical 
torture I have suffered.”’

W. D. Higson, said that Yeliand had been 
under observation, but he had not been able 
to find symptoms of active tuberculosis. 

The Recorder—But he is a sick man?—Yes,

I shared out downstairs, 
and we waited until 6.15 on Sunday morning, 
and then went out the hack way.

Sergeant Yates added that Bradford told 
him later that they had buried some of the 
postal orders on the beach, and policemen 
and labourers dug over the beach, and 
recovered a varcel containing postal orders.
